Te thinks the commerce between the two
countries might be greatly developed,
and urges our manufacturers and ex-
portara to send down agents and pros-
poet the fleld, e says they must have
men on the ground, and that they should
establish agencles here with Spanish-
sneuking Amerieans In charge.

Thae forelgn trade of Peru now amounts
tn betweon 360000000 and §70,000,000 & year,
and of this the United States has just a
little more than one-fourth. It stands
next to Great Britain in tig amount of Its
commerce, and is far alpad of Germany
or France. Our expo howeaver, are
much. Jess than our imporis. They
amounted in 10]1 to only ahout $8.000,000,
whereas those of the United Kingdom
were at least $2.000,000 more. Am to the
goods bought of Peru, the United King-
dom takes almost one-third of nll the
country seils and TUnols Sam gts one-
fourth. The trade of the Tnited States
has boen steadlly Increasing, and with the
openipg of the canal we shall probably
lead,

Americans Heavy Owners,

Just now some of the biggest things In
Peru are owned by Americans, and Lhe
machinery and supplles fmported by them
are a traveling commeralal museum show-
ing the benefits of American trade Taks
the mines of the Carro ds Pasco, the
officdals of which are spending millions
of dollars a year in bringing in and dis-

) tributing supplles. They have a great
warehouse at la Fundiclon, on the very
top of the Andes, where they oarry avery-
thing in the shapse of mining and ameiting
machinery, na well as all sorts of sup-
plies for thelr man., They have a com-
pany store at which the natives can get
American goods and they are importing
all sorts of materials for uss in thelr
work.

Take the Item of lumber., As 1 vixited
the minos 1 saw near the shaft which Ia
now talking out something like 4,000,000
pounds of copper a4 month, & great lum-
ber yard, stacked high with Oregon pine,
and I was toid that it was cheaper to
bring the timber over lis long ocean rids
and then earry it up the Andes by rall-
road than to frelght in the euealyptus
which Is far away from the raiiway, but
pot over 300 miles from the ameltar.

Nearly all the leading rallways of Paru
wers  planned by Americans. The fa-
mous Central road hack of Lima, whith
I have described, was the oreation of
Henry C. Meiggs of Culifornla, and thig
Is 80 of the Bouthern railway of Peru
and of nearly every line in the country.
Binea Melggs' death thers have been
many sxtensionsa. Most of tha roands uss
American rolling stock and are run after
American, methods, With the exception
of the Cerro de Pasco lines, they are un-
der the Peruvian corporation, a financisl
institution with its headquarters in Lon-
don, hbut the subordinate officers are
largely from the Uniled States. The mi-
perintandent and general manager of the
Central Is J. T. Fechan, an American,
who was for a long time ons of the
ohief officinls of the Mexican Central,
and the Southern rallway is under the
superintendence of Mr. I. 8 Blalsdell, a
Texan who also has been connected with
rallroads in Mexico,

Many Roads In Project.

Peru has now a number of rallways In
projection in which Americans are Inter-
ested. It has planned several extonslions
from the tops of the mountains to the
Amazon valley, and what Is known as
the MoCune scheme requires only the
signature of the president to bring It Into
existence. This road Ia to extend from
the Carro de FPasco line to the Ucayall
river, a distance of & little more than 20
milea. I am told that it will cost some-
thing like $11,000,000 to bulld, and that
arrangements have been made for Ameri-
ean capital to undertake the work as
soon as the concessions have been com-
Pleted, There in, however, & hltch be-
tween 1ihs president and Mr, MoCune,
and just now the president has refused
to wign the papers, although they already
have been sanctionsd by congress.

T understand the president of Peru
thinks that the terma given to the Amer-
fean conosasionairies are too liberal and
that Peru is now too poor to carry them
out. According to these terma Mr, Me-
Cune ls to have 7600 acres of forest for
each kilometer of track and also a grant

by the receipts from the tobacco monop-

come from our couplry, and there are
also American meats sold In cans and &
great deal of American machinery, You
can buy our shoes at high prices, and
Amearican hata are sold in competition
wilh the English and French,

As to woolen goods, the Peruvians have
mills not far from Cusco where they are
turning out blankets and underwear, but
the most of the other woolens stlll come
from abroad, v

And just here I wish to give credit to
an American enterprise in FPeru that Is
dolng more for our trade than any other
singie force, | refer 1o the West Coast
